THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 
(L.S.) 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Kingston  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State  qualified  to  vote 
in  Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Town  Hall  in 
said  Kingston  on  Tuesday,  the  eighth  day  of  March,  next 
at  nine  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the 
year  ensuing, 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make 
appropriations  of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $338.47,  and  the  State  will  contribute 
$1,353.86  for  class  V  highways,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  T.R.A.  so  called. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  con- 
struction of  the  New  Boston  Road. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  con- 
struction of  Great  Pond  Park  Road. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $300.00  for  a  new  sink  and  Hot  Water 
Heater  for  the  Town  Hall  kitchen. 
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7.  On  petition  of  the  Building  Committee  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$3,655.44  to  cover  the  deficit  for  the  construction  of  the 
new  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  interest  to  be  covered 
by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable  one-third  annually  after 
the  final  payment  on  the  present  notes. 

8.  On  petition  of  the  Building  Committee  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  apppropriate  the  3um  of 
$1,350.00  for  the  expense  of  installing  a  Heating  system 
in  the  new  Fire  House.  The  above  sum  plus  interest  to  be 
covered  by  a  note  for  three  years,  payable  one-third  an- 
nually after  final  payment  on  the  present  notes. 

9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division 
of  Municipal  Accounting,  and  to  make  an  appropriation 
to  cover  the  expense  of  such  audit. 

10.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  9,  1948 

Meeting  was  called  to  order  at  9 :20  A.  M.  and  the 
warrant  was  read  by  the  Moderator. 

Voted  to  keep  the  polls  open  until  6.30  P.  M. 

Article  I. 

The  Town  proceeded  to  elect  its  officers  by  Austral- 
ian Ballot.  Polls  closed  at  6:30  and  the  election  officers 
proceeded  to  count  the  ballots. 

The  business  meeting  was  called  to  order  at  8:15 
P.  M. 

Article  II. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $37,682.01  to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year. 

Article  III. 

Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  $336.98 
and  the  State  will  contribute  $1,347.92  for  class  V  high- 
ways  under  the  provisions  of  T.  R.  A.  so  called. 

Article  IV. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $400.00  to  buy  dishes  for  the  Town  Hall  kitchen. 

Article  V.  ' 

Report  by  Vernon  Lewis,  chairman  of  the  Fire  House 
Building  Committee  was  given  proposing  that  an  addi- 
tional sum  of  money  be  raised  to  carry  out  the  Building 
Program.  Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  an 
additional  $3,500.00  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  the 
$6,500.00  raised  and  apropriated  under  Article  V  of  the 
Town  Warrant  of  March  11,  1947  for  the  construction  of 
a  suitable  building  for  housing  the  three  pieces  of  fire 
apparatus,  the  sum  of  $3,500.00  to  be  repaid  on  a  five; 
year  basis.  , 
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Article  VI. 

Voted  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  dispose  of  the 
present  Plains  School  Building  to  the  best  advantage. 

Article  VII. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  not 
to  exceed  $1,500.00  to  install  a  modern  heating  unit  in 
Town  Library  and  that  the  Trustees  be  authorized  to 
supervise  the  installation. 

Article  VIII. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  continue  the  permanent  rebuilding  and  tar- 
ring of  the  New  Boston  Road. 

Article   IX. 

Motion  made  and  seconded  that  the  sum  of  $500.00 
'to  continue  the  permanent  rebuilding  of  the  road  started 
last  year  at  Avery's  Corner  and  eventually  include  Great 
Pond  Park.  Also  the  sum  of  $500.00  to  fill,  grade  and 
otherwise  repair  the  remaining  part  of  Great  Pond  Park 
Road. 

Amendment  voted  that  only  $500.00  be  raised  and  ap- 
propriated to  be  expended  on  this  Article. 

Article  X. 

Voted  that  the  town  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $500.00  to  be  expended  on  the  Beech  Plain  Road,  also 
known  as  the  North  Danville  Road,  beginning  at  the  end 
of  the  tarred  road  on  the  Kingston  side  and  continuing  it 
towards  North  Danville.  This  sum  to  cover  a  permanent 
rebuilding  and  tarring  of  the  Beech  Plain  Road. 

Article    XI. 

Voted  that  this  meeting  adopt  and  accept  the  Audit- 
or's Reports  also  the  Town  Reports.  On  Motion  of  Mr. 
Lewis  it  was  voted  that  we  express  our  appreciation  to  Mr. 
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Christie  for  the  gift  of  our  stove  in  the  Town  Hall  Kitchen. 
Voted  that  the  town  borrow  the  sum  of  $8,000.00  in  an- 
ticipation of  taxes. 

On  motion  of  Mr.  Christie  it  was  voted  that  the 
Town  extend  to  George  Stevens  its  wish  for  a  speedy  re- 
covery. 

It  was  reported  that  thirty  eight  chairs  had  been 
bought  for  the  Town  Hall  and  that  more  would  be  pur- 
chased when  available. 

Voted  to  return  to  Article  I  and  the  election  officers 
proceeded  to  count  the  ballots. 

The  results  of  the  balloting  were  as  follows: 

Those  marked  with  a  *  were  declared  elected  by  the 
Moderator  and  the  newly  elected  officers  present  took 
their  oath  of  office.

To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Kingston: 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  submit  my  second  report  as:. 
Superintendent  of  your  schools. 

The  major  problem  facing  all  of  us  today  is  finding 
the  money  to  give  our  children  the  type  of  education  they 
should  have.  All  phases  of  education  are  costing  more 
money  and  there  seems  little  chance  of  a  recession.  Studies 
show  that  our  elementary  schools  will  have  a  large  in- 
crease in  enrollment  during  the  next  8-10  years  and  we 
will  feel  this  in  the  High  Schools  after  1960.  It  is  hoped 
that  some  form  of  State  or  Federal  legislation  will  aid 
this  situation  financially  in  the  near  future.  This  item 
needs  your  active  support  so  that  property  tax  will  not 
continue  to  carry  such  a  heavy  burden. 


Guidance 

No  school  can  have  an  efficient  instructional  program 
without  knowing  what  it  is  accomplishing.  It  must  know 
what  is  happening  to  boys  and  girls  as  well  as  what  it  is 
teaching  them.  The  children  in  your  schools  are  being 
given  new  type  intelligence  tests  this  year  that  measure 
both  verbal  and  non-verbal.  These  tests  will  tell  what  a 
child  is  thinking  as  well  as  doing.  Parents  are  urged  to 
consult  with  teachers  concerning  their  child's  school  pro- 
gress. 

The  tests  are  being  corrected  and  processed  in  the 
Superintendent's  office  thus  saving  much  valuable  teach- 
er time.  Standardized  Achievement  tests  will  be  given 
next  year.

The  health  of  the  school  children  during  1947-1948 
was  very  good.  No  serious  epidemics  occurred. 

The  annual  health  examination  of  eyes,  ears,  teeth, 
throats,  'etc.,  was  made  in  the  early  part  of  the  school 
year.  This  was  followed  up  with  home  calls  for  the  cor- 
rection of  physical  defects  found,  and  other  conditions 
which  would  result  in  having  healthier  and  happier  child- 
ren. 

The  usual  health  program  is  being  carried  on  with 
frequent  visits  to  the  schools,  close  contact  with  each 
pupil,  teacher  and  parent. 
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Our  greatest  need  is  dental  work.  It  is  impossible  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  dentist  for  clinic  work.  This  con- 
dition exisits  all  through  the  State.  I  ask  the  parents  to 
secure  the  services  of  a  family  dentist,  and  to  take  their 
children  to  him  at  least  once  a  year. 

The  P.  T.  A.  is  to  be  complimented  on  its  fine  hot 
lunch  program.  None  surpasses  it  in  the  State.  It  has 
proved  an  important  factor  in  building  good  resistance 
against  diseases. 

I  sincerely  thank  the  School  Board,  organizations, 
teachers  and  parents  for  their  fine  cooperation.
